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COL. E. M. HOUSE WARNED THE KAISER OF THE DANGER 
TWO MONTHS BEFORE INVASION OF BELGIUM. 


Modern Germany was built on the success of German arms. 
War seemed the shortest and easiest way to achieve national 
aims. The war with Denmark in 1864; that with Austria in 1866, 
and the final assault against France in ’70 apparently proved this 
theory. To the German mind war became a profitable and glorified 
adventure. By such means a unified Germany was brought into 
being—and finally there was a Germany grown so strong that it 
ceased to be cautious, and became boastful of world dominion. 
At Potsdam, June I, 1914, the mighty Teutonic empire was 
in full flower. At the emperor's invitation the pick of the imperial 
army was present. It is doubtful whether there was ever before [ 
or since such a brilliant military- display. In the park and out­ 
side the palace the kaiser stood alone, apart from the royal fam­ 
ily, and reviewed the honor men from the many regiments which 
went to make Germany’s terrible and efficient war machine. He 
looked a martial and imperial figure—the embodiment of a mod­ 
ern war lord. Then came luncheon in the stately shell hall of the 
palace, and afterward a never-to-be-forgotten conference on the 
terrace. 
It was in this conference that the writer, Col. E. M. House, 
pointed out to mm tne danger to his country and to Europe. He 
disclaimed belligerent intentions and declared that the imperial 
army was for protection only. He said the enemies of the father­ 
land were powerful. The bayonets of Europe were directed at 
Germany. 
For centuries his beloved land had been the battle­ 
ground of Europe, and his people had been too weak to prevent 
it. Now that they were strong the trample of alien armies was 
no longer heard on German soil. That his intentions were pacific » 
a record of more than forty years of peace fully testified. 
‘ 
During these forty years what had the accusing nations done? 
Great Britain had despoiled the Boers, occupied Egypt and had 
driven the shadow of her empire over the fairest parts of a great 
continent. Russia, France, Italy, Japan and the United States had 
not been idle, and during those forty peaceful German years had 
claimed vast territories for their own. 
Persia, Korea, 
Tunis, 
Morocco, Port Rico and the Philippines were mentioned by name. 
It was the German case well and strongly put. 
There was 
some difficulty in bringing the conversation back to earth and to 
where it touched the present and the future rather than the past, 
It may be that the kaiser, his chancellor and minister for foreign 
affairs did not at that moment know that the hour had been named 
for action, but some one in Germany did know, for even then 
moves were being made which could mean nothing if not war. 
When the memory’ brings back that brilliant day in June with 
all the pomp which surrounded this modem Caesar another pic­ 
ture blots it out. There comes to mind an old and shattered man, 
without friends and without power, on a lonely, mist-driven moor 
in HoHand, babbling of the things of yesterday when he held 
within his keeping the destinies of a great and prosperous people.
